W ashington, 
Ju ly 
29.— W h ile 
the 
chief officers of the Am erican govern­ 
m ent, are discussing the facts of the 
Mexican situation, it has become known 
that a movement is on foot which 
might 
eventually 
spare 
the 
United 
States the necessity of offering media­ 
tion or any other kind of interference 
In Mexican affairs, upon which the na­ 
tional pride of Mexico is sensitive. 
Tlie pfcin contemplates a repetition 
of the process by which Diaz abdicat­ 
ed in favor of a provisional president 
acceptable to both factious in the re­ 
volt against him. 
Prom inent Mexicans are interested 
In the idea and have informed Secre­ 
tary Dry an that if the Am erican gov­ 
ernment would refrain from any policy 
of mediation, at least for the present, 
they felt confident of bringing about 
an understanding between the warring 
forces. 
Provisional President Huerta might 
be persuaded by his friends that with 
the desperate 
tinancial condition of 
Mexi<x>, his resignation would be au 
act of patriot ism and self-denial. 
He would be asked to name a min­ 
ister of foreign relations, a jwist now 
vacant, so that through the constitu­ 
tional process of succession the m inis­ 
ter would succeed him as provisional 
president. 


Recognition Would Help Finances. 


The naming of a cabinet by the new 
provisional president and the convok­ 
ing of a general election would follow, 
ami it is hoped that the United States 
would recognise the new government. 


bo that M exico’s credit abroad would 
rise and make possible the negotia­ 
tions of a loan 
to

lives and property, to redress wrongs 
inflicted upon Am erican citizens, but 
also to restore peace to that distracted 
nation. 
And curious as It may seem, no one 
really wants to intervene. 
Even arm y 
men, who m ight seem elated at the 
I>osNiblllty of active service, deprecate 
w arfare In Mexico and with the M exi­ 
cans. 
Outside of a few people along 
the border it would seem that every­ 
body would like to avoid anything like 
a “ muss” in Mexico, for that is about 
w hat it w ill 
Ikj if troops are sent 
across the border. 


Sim ilar to Cuba. 


W e went to w ar w ith Spain, said the 
w ar advocate* of that time, “ because 
w e could not stand such a state of a f­ 
fairs at our doors as w ere maintain«*! 
in Cuba.” 
Alm ost a sim ilar state of 
affairs exists in Mexico, made some­ 
w hat worse l*îcuu»e Amerioans and 
their 
property 
are involved in

slaughter and destruction. 
The lack

affairs Invites revolution. 
E ve ry marauder who can raise a few 
men and gather a few rifles becomes a

w hich proposes to overthrow what«*v 
er government happens to bt* in power. 
The conditions are such as to make 
intervention probable. 
President M cK in ley did not want 
w ar w ith Spnln, President T a ft would 
not have w ar w ith Mexico, President 
W ilson has been doing all he ceukl to 
prevent hostilities.

Ju s t the other day a translation of 
a newspaper article w as received at 
the state department showing the hos­ 
tility of Mexicans toward the United 
States. 
Taking for its text the tear­ 
ing of the M exican flag at Tucson,

Judge W illard Suggests Motion to Dis 


solve Injunction. 


St. Paul, Ju ly 29.—Jud g e C. A. W il­ 
lard denied tho request of tho state 
officials for an order directing the Chi- j 
cago Gr«*at W estern road to put into 
effect the state’s passenger and freight 
rates for a tost period of ninety days, 
at an informal hearing in the Federal 
district court.

Appeal s to Powers to Refuse 


More Loans. 


New York, Ju ly 29.— Sun Yat Sen, 
who was the first provisional presi­ 
dent of the Chinese republic, and led 
the revolution against Manehu rule, 
has cabled 
the 
following proclama­ 
tion. 
Shanghai, 
China, 
Ju ly 29.— Three 
months ago Yuan Shi K ai unconstitu­ 
tionally concluded the loan with the 
bankers representing the five powers 
almost Im mediately after the discov­ 
ery of documents implicating the Chi­ 
nese government in the assassination 
of the N ationalist leader General Sung 
Chiao Jen. 
" I appealed to the governments and 
peoples of Europe to withhold pay­ 
ment of the loan temporarily, know­ 
ing thut the Chines«1 people would de­ 
nounce Yuan Shi Kai for the loan 
and for the murder and that Yuan Shi 
K ai would suppress their protest by 
force of arms. 
“ My a p p e al fell on deaf ears and 
Yuan Shi Kai. supplied with funds by 
the loan, poured troops Into the south­ 
ern provinces to dismiss the govern­ 
ors and subjugate the people because 
they did not approve of his high-hand­ 
ed actions and insisted on a thorough 
investigation of the murder of G< neral 
Sung Chiao Jen. 
“ The province of Kiang-Sl resisted 
the Invasion of the northern troops 
sent by Yuan Shi K ai and six other 
provinces rose and joined with Ktang- 
Sl to drive him away from office. 
“ The present war would terminate 
as soon hh Yuan Kill Kai retired from 
the 
presidency 
which 
he 
has 
dis­ 
graced. 
“ I cannot b**ar to see my lif«* work 
destroyed and the despotism of the 
Munelms replaced by that of Yuan Shi 
Kai. 
"I w ill fight for the people’s right- 
<*ous 
cause 
which 
notwithstanding 
great odds, must ultim ately triumph. 
“ I earnestly uppeul to all desiring 
peace and un early cessation of a long 
and sanguinary conflict entailing much 
misery to cease giving further finan­ 
cial assistance to Yuan Shi K ai.”

New York, July 29.—Sun Vat Sen, 
who was the first provisional presi­ 
dent of the C hinese republic, and led 
the revolution against Manchu rule, 
has cabled 
the 
following proclam a­ 
tion. 
Shanghai, China, 
July 29.—T hree 
m onths ago Yuan Shi Kai unconstitu­ 
tionally concluded the loan with the 
bankers representing the five powers 
alm ost im m ediately after the discov­ 
ery of docum ents im plicating the Chi­ 
nese governm ent in the assassination 
of the N ationalist leader General Sung 
Chiao Jen. 
"I appealed to the governm ents and 
peoples of Europe to withhold pay­ 
m ent of the loan tem porarily, know­ 
ing that the C hinese people would de­ 
nounce Yuan Shi Kai for tim loan 
and for the m urder and that Yuan Shi 
Kai would suppress their protest by 
force of arm s. 
“My appeal fell on deaf ears and 
Yuan Sill Kai, supplied with funds by 
the loan, poured troops into the south­ 
ern provinces to dism iss the govern­ 
ors and subjugate the people because 
they did not approve of his high-hand­ 
ed actions and insisted on a thorough 
investigation of the m urder of General 
Sung Chiao den. 
"The province of Kiang-Sl resisted 
the invasion of the northern troops 
sent by Yuan Sh! Kai and six other 
provinces rose and joined with Kiung- 
Si to drive him away from office. 
“The present war would term inate 
as soon as Yuan Sill Kai retired from 
the

graced. 
"I cannot bear to see my life work 
d e s tro y ^ and th e despotism of the 
M anchus replaced by that of Yuan Shi

As the star swin gs about 
the curve at this en d of its orbit the 1 
light grad ually return s to n ormal, be­ 
cause the star, while movin g just as ' 
fast, is n ot approachin g us as much. 
As the star turn s back the lin e goes the | 
other sid e of the n ormal. 
By con tin ued observation the n stron - j 
omer fin d s how fast an d how far the 
star goes each way an d how often it 
d oes so. 
In the case of some stars he j 
d iscovers that what appears to be on e 
star is really two, which Ls shown by 
the fact that a lin e will d ivid e in to 
two an d on e part move up an d the oth- ! 
er d own the spectrum at the same 
time. 
Such stars are kn own as spec­ 
troscopic d oubles.—New* York Sun .

detect it, but the speetroscor>e does. 
The astronomer allows the light of 
tho star to come through a slit and be 
broken up by Hie Instrument.

lects a single line of the spectrum of 
the star, chooses a guide line beside it 
and watches i t 
If the star is approaching the light 
waves will be shortened and the light 
will become slightly nearer the violet. 
If it is receding the waves will lie 
longer and the light will approach the 
red. 
Red is low pitch In light and blue is 
high pitch. 
As the star swings about 
the curve at this end of its orbit the J 
light gradually returns to normal, be­ 
cause the star, while moving Just as 
fast, is not approaching us as much. 
As the star turns back the line goes the 
other side of the normal. 
By c o n tin u a observation the astron- ; 
Omer finds how fast and how far the 
star goes each way and how often It 
does so. 
In the case of some stars he 
discovers that w hat appears to be one 
star is really two, which Ls shown by 
the fact that a line will divide Into 
two and one part move up and the oth- 
or down the spectrum at the same 
time. 
Such stars are known as spec­ 
troscopic doubles—New York Sun.
